Kaye Don, noted auto race driver, 
was éonvicted tonight of man-

The presiding judge postponed 
the sentence until Monday and re- 
leased Don on bail.

His mechanic, Francis Tayler, was 
killed when the car left the road 
at a bad turn, and Don - himself 
spent weeks in a hospital.

Praise Heaped on Chancel- 
lor’s Speech Justifying 
Deaths but List Is Un- 
published. | 

UNLIKELY EVER TO

German Public Apparently 
Greatly Impressed With 
Warning of Certain 
Death for Opponents. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 14. — The Nazi 
press poured forth to the German 
public today its praise of Adolf Hit- 
ler for his Reichstag speech and 
gave assurances of the world’s ap- 
proval. 

All was praise for the Chancellor. 
His address justifying the violent 


deaths of 77 persons in the “Roehm. 


revolt” was lauced to the skies. 

The identity of the dead, how- 
ever, undisclosed by Hitler, re- 
mained unpublished by the press, 
and a Government spokesman said 
the official list will never see the 
light of day. 

It was said that had Hitler 
chosen to have it published he 
would have announced the names 
himself. 

Special correspondents of German 
papers in New York, London, Paris, 
Warsaw, Rome and other world 
cities notified their newspapers in 
long dispatches that all the world 
is at least impressed and in most 
cases approves of the Chancellor's 
words. 

Some Words ‘of Praise. 

"Der Fuehrer’s speech was re- 
ceived by all listeners throughout 
the world as the honest confession 
of a man who is in earnest about 
the future of his fatherland,and his 
people as nobody before him,” said 
the “Nachtausgabe.” ° 

The entire German press called 
Hitler “one of the greatest figures 
of all times.” 

“The nation thanks Der Fuehrer 
for his stupendous speech,” said the 
Nazi party official news service, 
“Gratitude and fidelity are the Ger- 
man people’s reply.” 

Not only was every editorial 
writer in Germany excessive in his 
praise, but the German people were 
assured that, as the Zwoelf Uhr 
Biatt put it: 

“Never before has a speech by a 
European statesman met with such 
universal approval as yesterday's 
speech by Hitler.” 

Various newspapers gave atten- 
tion to the “unique performance of 
the Associated Press in supplying 
to America the complete text of the 
Chancellor’s address.” 

One or another of the papers in- 
timated that in France there was 
some disappointment that Hitler 
had not spoken on German foreign 
policy, and that he had announced 
the return of the S. A. (storm 
troops) after the July leave, but 
these criticisms were not allowed 
to darken an otherwise bright pic- 


ture.

ORLEANS, ACCOMPANYING 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT, July 
14.—President Roosevelt tonight 
set out on his 4000-mile cruise to 
the Hawaiian Islands after a day of 
sport on and about the Cocos Is- 
land, a green dot in the Pacific 
ocean west of Panama. 


The visit to Cocos Island _ fol- 
lowed a fishing expedition with 
birds flapping overhead and sharks 
snapping fish from their lines, The 
President led a party of naval of- 
ficers ashore for a beach luncheon. 
They chose a small cove, and in 
forays into the interior discovered 
a couple of abandoned huts and a 
tent nestling under precipitous 
cliffs of the island. The cove was 
perhaps the only available landing 
placegon the island, , 
Invitations were wigwagged to 
the U. 8S. &S. Houston for a shore 
luncheon and all hands accepted. 
The President ordered the cruiser 
to remain all day, and went on an- 
other round of fishing in the after- 
noon, 

The weather was clear and beau- 
tiful and airplanes zoomed over 
the island, launched from naval 
vessels. 

The President caught a 50-pound 
ono, a fish resembling the barra- 
cuda, and he brought it out of the 
water without misadventure. Roose- 
velt’s son, Franklin, also caught an 
ono, but a shark snapped off its tail 
before he could get it into the boat. 
A marine got even with the shark 
by shooting it. The marine then 
turned his pistol from the shark 
to a school of porpoises which 
splashed about the island. 

John Roosevelt had several sail- 
fish at the end of his tackle, and 
he almost succeeded in landing one. 
On the island, everyone tried, his 
skill at shooting, but the total re- 
sult ‘Was a frightened dove and a 
punctured coconut.

clared. 

Although Gen. Goering announces 
that “the will of the leader is the 
law of the state,” an ill concealed 
and uncompromising struggle for 
leadership is being waged with 
Hitler. 

The reactionaries and the indus- 
trialists are sympathetic with Goer- 
ing. The ‘Reichswehr is holding 
aloof, although Von Blomberg is 
apparently backing Der Fuehrer 
(the Leader, Hitler) for the time 
being. 

Many Followers Desert. 

While reluctant to abandon their 
faith in Hitler, numbers of his fol- 
lowers are already deserting him, 
foreign diplomats assert. It is 
doubtful whether the latest broad- 
casts rekindled their enthusiasm. 

Quick, dramatic action might re- 
habilitate the Nazis. Hitler has 
heretofore proved a miracle man. 
Apparently the middle classes, to 
a certain extent, still want desper- 
ately to believe in Hitler, 

The storm troopers had become 
a general nuisance, soliciting, bul- 
lying, goose-ste ping. They were a 
law unto themselves. On the oth- 
er h.nd, Socialists, workers and 
peasants suspect that Hitler has 
betrayed them, and has become a 
puppet of the hated aristocracy, 
which they consider even worse 
than the discredited Republican 
parliamentariars. 

Almost everything depends on 
Aug. 1, when 2,500,000 vacationed 
storm troopers will learn their fate.

Representatives of 65,000 union 
workers of San Francisco voted 
the walkout in a desperate manew- 
ver to help 27,000 Pacific Coast 
longshoremen and marine workers, 
who have been locked in @ struggle 
with their employers for two 
months, Unions which already had 
voted to strike were instructed to 


walk out Monday. Those not havy- 
ing balloted on the matter were 
ordered to take strike votes imme- 
diately, 

The Alameda County (Oakland) 
Building Trades Council voted a 
simultaneous strike of all its 
unions. Labor leaders there an- 
nounced the Central Labor Council 
would meet Monday night and de- 
clare a genera] walkout for that 
city of another 40,000 men. 

Street Car Men Going Out. 

The carmen’s union of the Mar- 
ket Street Railway, controlling 270 
miles of the 353 miles of the street 
car tracks in San Francisco, pre 
viously today had approved a walk- 
out, affecting about 4800 motormen 
and conductors. The street car 
strike will tie up about 40 lines, 
with 270 miles of trackage in San 
Francisco. The employes of the 
municipal lines with 83 miles of 
track have not voted whether to 
strike. 

The ranks of striking teamsters, 
taxicab drivers, chauffeurs, laundry 
drivers and wholesale butchers, will 
be swelied.

Food, fuel and gasoline  sup- 
plies have shrunk despite the 
obviously widespread inclination tu 
hoard and conserve. Various sur- 
veys indicate the supplies of fresh 
meat and fresh fruit and vegetables 
will hold out barely past the week- 
end. Some grocers have begun 
limiting purchases. Some restaur- 
ants have closed because of lack 
of food supplies. The larger hotels 
say they have supplies for only a 
few days. Milk trucks continue to 
enter the city but their continu- 
ance is a matter of question. 

There is the problem of supplying 
fresh food to the 40 hospitals. Steps 
have been taken by the city and the 
Community Chest to provide fresh 
food for the city and county hos- 
pital and the various emergency 
hospitals under an arrangement 
with strikers. Private institutions 
are not included in these plans. 

A central service station has been 
set up to provide the police, fire 
and health departments, as well as 
hospital and physicians, with gaso- 
line and fuel oil. Big trucks plac- 
arded with emergency service signs 
and convoyed by heavily armed 
police are carrying gasoline and 
oil to this station. 

Union drivers are continuing to 
operate garbage wagons under an 
emergency darrangement. 

Downtown traffic has shrunk to 
a mere trickle, however, as gaso- 
line has become almost a precioud 
liquid. Garages are cluttered with 
stored cars. 

Elsewhere along the Pacific 
Coast, from Los Angeles to Van-

The most significant section of 
the speech to them was the phrase 
“everyone is to know for all future 
times that if he’ raises his hand 
for attack against the state certain 
death will be his lot.” 

The Chancellor's mention of 
Germany's economic life and his 
defiant assurance to the world that 
German ingenuity would make the 
Reich self-sufficient if necessary in 
raw materials, apparently had pro- 
duced no reaction internally. 

Financial circles were watching 
conversations in Berlin .between 
George L. Harrison, Governor of 
the New York Federal Reserve 
Bank, and Hjalmar Schacht, héad 
of the Reichsbank. 

The substance of their conversa- 
tions, while it was safely assured 
to concern the financial future of 
Germany, remained undisclosed. 
Harrison is here for three days, fol- 
lowing his conversations at Paris 
and Basel, Switzerland, and will 
board the Europa at Bremerhaven 
Tuesday to return to the United 
States. 

Acéording to the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency, for the first time 
under Hitler’s rule, an official or- 
der without the “Aryan” clause re- 
striction has been issued. 

The order, signed by President 
Paul von Hindenburg, . provided 
specifically that no Aryan restric- 
tion shall prevail in awarding the 
honor cross, to which soldiers, their 
parents and their widows are eleg- 
ible. 


Germany Begins Campaign to Pre- 
vent Waste of Materials. 

BERLIN, July 14.~The Govern- 
ment today opened a 100-day cam- 
paign to conserve stocks of raw 
materials and prevent waste, and 
it Was announced that in further- 
ance of this aim the nation’s in- 
dustries and entire economy would 
be carefully examined and con- 
trolled to prevent waste. 

Even the smallest quantities of 
copper, cotton, wool and other im- 
ported materials will be husbanded 
and guarded to be sure that they 
are put to use.

— NRA 
created an industrial appeals board 
today for the special protection of 
small businesses against monopo- 
lies. 

Amos J. Peaslee, a New York 
attorney, was named chairman and 
John 8S. Clement, a Philadelphia 
manufacturer, one of the other two 
members. The third member will 
be chosen soon. 

The board, which will organize 
Aug. 1, was established in an order 
It was con- 
sidered to be Johnson’s answer to 
charges of monopoly under Blue 
Eagle codes, made by Clarence Dar- 
row’s review board. 


The Darrow board, which has 
passed out of existence by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s order, in three re- 
ports said NRA was fostering mo- 
nopolies. The charges were denied 
vigorously by Johnson. 

‘ Appointment of the board also 
was regarded as another step in 
Johnson’s reorganization of NRA 
to get away from one-man rule. 
Work on Code Compliance. 

The NRA announcement said the 
new board, besides hearing com- 
plaints, also would act on certain 
types of non-compliance casés and 
“is expected to greatly stimulate 
code compliance.” It added: 


“It will function in somewhat the 
same fashion as the recently abol- 
ished National Compliance Board, 
making recommendations for ac- 
tion by the Administrator. 

“In cases of complaints by small 
business it may recommend the 
granting of relief by exemptions, 
exceptions or modifications and will 
be adequately equipped to insure 
prompt disposition of the com- 
plaints referred to it.” 

The board will take over offices 
in the Commerce Department 
Building formerly occupied by the 
National Labor Board. 

Peaslee, who has been acting as 
chief of the NRA Compliance Divi- 
sion, is a member of the New York 
firm of Peaslee & Brigham. He 
is a graduate of Swarthmore Col- 
lege, Columbia University and 
Birmingham University in England. 

A Republican and Quaker, Peaslee 
was attached as a major to Gen. 
Pershing’s headquarters in France 
during the war and served as judge 
advocate of the general court mar- 
tial. He was associated also with 
the American commission to nego- 
tiate peace. 

Clement is president of Sandura 
Co., Inc., of Philadelphia, manufac- 
turers of floor coverings. 

Text of NRA Order. 

The order creating the 
said: 

“There is hereby established a 
board consisting of three members, 
to be appointed by the Administra- 
tor, which shall be known as the 
NRA Industrial Appeals Board, to 
act on all complaints of inequitable 
application of codes to small enter. 
prises or otherwise. The Admin 
istrator will select three members. 

“Such board shall: 

“(a) Hear and recommend to the 
Administrator the proper disposi- 
tion of: Complaints concerning 
NRA, especially those alleging that 
code pruvisions are designed to or 
tend to eliminate, oppress or dis- 
criminate against small enterprises, 
or to favor monopolistic téndencies, 
and complaints of non-compliance. 

“(b) Advise and make recom- 
méndations to the Administrator 
with respect to effect of code pro- 
visions on small enterprises. 

“Such board shall adopt rules 
governing matters of procedure and 
organization.”

Cosmic Ray Expert Experiments 
~ With Condensing Device in 
Closed Automobile.

Experiments designed to make the 
stratosphere flyers comfortable by 
lowering humidity im the metal 
gondola during their attempt to rise 
15 miles above the earth, were un- 
der way in Moonlight Valley today. 
Dr. W. F. G. Swann, cosmic ray ex- 
pert from Swarthmore, Pa., under- 
took to perfect a condensation ap- 
paratus to remove excess moisture 
within the ball. 

Human beings exhale about one 
quart of water every 12 hours. Since 
Capt. Albert W. Stevens, scientific 
observer, and Maj. William Kepner, 
pilot, will be confined in the 302 
cubic foot gondola, the humidity 
within the ball will be extremely 
high. ; 

Dr. Swann proposes to drive air 
by an electric fan against the radi- 
ator containing liquid air, which is 
cold. Moisture then would be con- 
densed into a small container con- 
nected with a bottle, whith the 
flyers could empty at intervals 
through an air-lock ballast dumping 
contrivance, 

The experiments today were con- 
ducted in a closed automobile. 


SELF-HELP RELIEF PROJECT 
IN DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 


Unemployed to Make Products for 
Own Consumption; FERA 
Watches Pian.

asleep on the bed in the front room, 
with her daughter, June Rose, 9 
years old. A son, Kenneth, 11, was 
asleep “on a sofa. Masterson, an 
unemployed painter, 50 years old, 
slept on the floor beside the door. 

In their written report, the St. 

Louis detectives state that Reed 
knocked on the door leading to the 
room in which the Masterson fam- 
ily was asleep, and shouted, “po- 
lice officers! Open the door!” 
. After a moment, the door was 
opened a few inches, and _ then 
slammed shut. All was dark in the 
hallway, and none could see into 
the room. The report quotes Reed 
as stating that shots were fired 
from within the room as the door 
closed. Reed then stepped back, 
repeated his demand that the door 
be opened. and fired two shots at 
the door, the report states. 

The officers thought they saw 
the shadow of a man leaving a 
back door, and Reed ran there, but 
found nothing. Once more the de- 
mand to open the door was. re- 
peated, and then it was opened by 
Masterson. “You've shot my wife,” 
he told the officers. 

No Weapon Found. 

Entering, the raiders found Mrs. 

Masterson on the floor beside the 
bed, a wound in the right side of 
her head. She was unconscious 
and died at city hospital a few min- 
utes after 11 o’clock without regain- 
ing consciousness. 
Masterson denied that any shots 
had been fired from within the 
room, and a thorough search of the 
premises, police reported, disclosed 
no «weapon there. “ 

“It was terrible,” Masterson said 
to a. Post-Dispatch reporter at Po- 
lice Headquarters yesterday. “They 
killed my wife, and they beat me.” 
He exhibited a bruise on the side 


of his face, and said one of the

Preparations for the raid began 
about 9:30 o’clock Friday night 
when Reed summoned Detective- 
Sergeant Immken and Detective 
Harberding to his office in the Ti- 
tle Guaranty Building.

“Although nine jurors may find

The Circuit Attorney ended with 
an appeal to citizens for cheerful 
jury service. 

“The State is no greater and no 
less than the total of all its citi- 
zens, organized and functioning un- 
der the law in an orderly manner 
for mutual benefit and protection 
against forces of lawlessness,” he 
said 


“Let every business man when 
called for jury service set aside, 
as far as humanly possible, his per- 
sonal affairs and convenience, re- 
frain from seeking to be excused 
by personal appeal or political in- 
fluence, and perform ungrudgingly 
this solemn and necessary duty to 
his fellow citizens and thus pro- 
tect at the same time his own en- 
lightened self-interest.”

IN SALE OF UTILITY’S STOCK 


Head of Bankrupt Western Service 

Corporation and Oklahoma City 

Banker Among Them.

-——A former utility company head, a 
former president of an Oklahoma 
City bank and 17 others were in- 
dicted yesterday on Federal charges 
of mail fraud in connection with 
the sale of stock in the now defunct 
Western Service Corporation.

It went 
into Federal receivership in 1932, 
and early this year its Guthrie prop- 
erties were sold for $250,000, the 
proceeds all going to the creditors, 
none to the stockholders.

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UTHOR'S SON DIES 
A Writer Too, He Succumbs 


at 88; Last Link to Famous 
Concord Group.

SAN FRANCISCO, July .14. — 
Julian Hawthorne, 88 years old, 
only son of the noted author, 
Nathanial Hawthorne, died today. 

Julian Hawthorne, a fiction 
writer, succumbed after apparently 
he had recovered from a serious ill- 
ness last month. Recently, however, 
he weakened, and failed to rally. 

Hawthorne, who wrote “Garth,” 
“Dust,” “Dessant,” “Idolatry,” “For- 
tune’s Fool,” and more than 40 
other books, became a_ writer 
against the advice of his illustrious 
parent. = 

His writings in connection with 
mining promotions led to hig con- 
viction in 1912 of using the mails 
to defraud. After a few months in 
Atlanta penitentiary he was parol- 
ed. He had been accused of taking 
$3,500,000 in his promotions. Fol-| 
lowing his release he came to Cali- 
fornia, living in La Jolla, Pasadena, 
Sausalito and San Francisco at 
variqus times. 

Hawthorne’s immediate family in- 
cluded his widow, seyen children, 
five grandchildren and three great- 
grandchildren. The widow is the 
fcrmer Edith H. Garrigues, who 


was his secretary and nurse before

being reminded he lacked a 
permit to speak, Minor approached 
the Commissioner who was stand- 
ing’ nearby and asked him if he 
had ever heard of the Bill of 
Rights. 

“I don’t care anything about the 
Bill of Rights,” Lauman replied. 

“Well, by what law do you refuse 
to let me speak?” persisted the 
Communist leader. 

“By my own law,” the Commis 
sioner replied, turning to walk 
away. 

Surrounded by 25 Officers. 

Minor, who was surrounded by 
about 25 policemen and detectives, 
most of the Hast St. Louis force, 
called out that “we are in the Unit- 
ed States—you are not Hitler.” 

After additional verbal exchange 
in which ‘Minor said his ancestors 
fought to make this country free 
and the Commissioner replied he 
wasn’t interested in his ancestry, he 
was arrested. 

Charges of disorderly conduct 
and holding «a meeting without a 
permit were placed against him. 
Minor was. released on $500 bail 
pending a hearing July 23.

Farley here this afternoon at a 
Democratic rally at the State Fair 
Grounds. | 
Congress when it chooses can re- 
call the special powers delegated 
to the President on which the 
emergency recovery measures are 
founded, he pointed out. “That,” 
he said, “is the whole story of a 
premeditated dictatorship.” 


He referred to Republicans at- 
tacking the national administration 
as “ghost dancers” who are trying 


to convince the people “that the). 


present Federal administration is 
bent on 2a course involving dicta- 
torship, or Communism, or Social- 
ism, or some other kind of ism 
that will tear the fabric of the 
Constitution and destroy our form 
of government.” 

The people of Illinois, Farley de- 
clared, will pay no serious attention 
to the “ghost dancers.” 

“You know that Franklin D. 
Rocsevelt is no rainbow-chaser,” 
Farley went on, “and you know fur- 
thermore that during his long pe- 
riod in office, embracing two suc- 
cessful terms as Governor of the 
most populous State in the union, 
he has done his thinking for him- 
self, d is the last man in the 
world to be led into dangerous 
paths by anybody or by any group.” 

Referring to the members of the 
so-called “brain trust,” Farley said: 

“They are not long-haired, wild- 
eyed, rattle-brained people, but 
practical scholars. who attained 
eminence im the realm of education 
through years of experience and 
hard work. Moreover, among them 
are people of every shade of opin- 
ion 


“Tt is the President’s system to 
accumulate in his mind every side 
of every question and then to make 
his own decision. You may be sure 
that when the President appends 
his name to any program or docu- 
ment he knows better than anyone 
else just what it means... His head 
is not in the clouds and his feet 
are always on the ground.” 

Roosevelt, he declared, is “merely 
amused by the antics of the ‘ghost 
dancers.’ He has sufficient faith 
in the people of the United States 
to leave the decision of the merits 
of the recovery plan to them,” Far- 
ley asserted. 

The fact that no effort has been 
made to curb the “ghost dancers” 
is a sufficient demonstration that 
there is no intent to curb the news- 
papers, the radio and other forms 
of public information, Farley 
argued. 

“The  anti-administrtion news- 
papers have their daily broadsides 
directed against the President and 
his policies and those who believe 
with him. Our friends in the news- 
paper world have the same priv- 
ilege in presenting the Democratic 
side of the situation. This has al- 
ways been so and will remain so, 
for the liberty of the press is guar- 
anteed by the Constitution and no 
President, even if he desired to do 
so, could put the slightest curb on 
the expression of opinion.” 

Farley answered the question of 
whether the recovery measures are 
to be permanent by declaring that 
“whatever proves of value will be 
retained, while the others will go 
into. discard.” 

Referring again to Républican 
attacks on Roosevelt, Farley con- 
cluded with: 

“These veterans of the Old Guard 
who now are in the saddle crying 
out in their anxiety are like the 
Bourbons that Napoleon com- 
plained of—they have learned noth- 
ing, and forgotten nothing.”

The collettion contains two notes 
from the Bank of St. Lonis; the 
first bank established in the state 
of Missouri. This bank was incor- 
porated July 12, 1816, and ‘failed 
Aug. 21, the same year. One note 
is for 25 cents and the other is the 
“beaver note” for 5 dollars. 

There is a Missouri Exchange 
Bank note for 12% cents issued in 
October, 1819. 

’ Missouri Loan Office notes, part 
of a $200,000 issue authorized Juné 
27, 1821, by the Missouri Legisla- 
ture at St. Charles, are shown in 
the denominations of one and three 


|dollars. These notes were adjudi- 


cated as void in the case of “Craig 
vs. Missouri” because they violated 
a clause of the United States Con- 
stitution which read “no state 
shall emit bills of credit.” The 
face of each note read that it was 
receivable at the Treasury or at 
any of the loan offices in the state 
of Missouri in the discharge of 
taxes or debts’ due the state of 
Missouri. 
FRACTIONAL NOTES. 

Because of the lack of small coins 
the United States Land Office and 
Post Office issued fractional notes 
for circulation. Bills for 25, 50 and 
75 cents, signed by the postmaster 
and payable at St. Louis Post 
Office, are in this collection. 

There are notes from the Bank 
of Missouri which was incorporated 
Jan. 31, 1817, with Auguste Chou- 
teau as its president. When the 
bank failed in 1821, the United 
States Government lost its deposit 
of $159,199. These bills resemble the 
present day check and were issued 
in amounts ranging from 25 cents 


Tibetans .Said to Be Rejoicing 
Over Discovery of Child 
With Traditional Marks. | 


By the Associated Press. 

DARJEELING, Bengal, July 14. 
'—Reports reaching here from Tibet 
today said that all of Tibet was in 
a furor over the discovery of the 
néw Dalai Lama. For sévén months 
Buddhist emissaries have been 
searching the Forbidden Country 
for a baby born at the exact mo- 
ment the old Dalai Lama ceased to 
breathe. 

Buddhists believe the spirit of the 
expiring Dalai Lama is transferred 
to a new-born child who eventually 
will enter the crimson and whité 
palace as temporal ruler of Tibet. 

‘Holy men examined the heads of 
infants to determine if they bore 
certain distinctive marks laid down 
by tradition which would fix them 
as the Dalai Lama’s succéssor. 

Little is known here yet concérn- 
ing the circumstances of the re- 
ported discovery other than that 
the baby was found in a humble 
home, far from the paths of ordi- 
nary travel in Tibet. 

The prayers of 30,000,000 Tibetans 
have been answered, if the reports 
are true. Should the report bé 
true, it will be 18 years before the 
new Dalai Lama can assume the 
title, “Patron of the Angels and All 
Living Things,” and take active 
charge of:300,000 priests. of Lama- 
ism, who are charged with the duty 
of~ excoriating the “innumerable 
devils” with which tradition says 
Tibet is plagued. 

Meanwhile, the picturesque palace 
of the Dalai Lama, Pota-la, high on 
a rocky hill in the center of the 
Forbidden City at Dhasa is await- 
ing his successor, This palace is 
a curious example of modérnism in 
the midst of ancient mystical sur- 
roundings. Electric lights were in- 
stalled by the late Dalai, who also 
bought himself an automobile.

ucts. 

“The AAA has succeeded,” he 
said, “in its first emergency task 
of controlling production. By the 
time the 1934 crops have been dis- 
posed of, the heavy excess supplies 
will have been greatly reduced, in 
the case of cotton, tobacco and 
rice, and completely eliminated in 
the case of wheat, corn and hogs. 

' Course for Future. 

“Now that the first emergency 
phase of eliminating the piled-up 
excessive surpluses is drawing to a 
close, the future progress may be 
toward the evolution of methods 
for the continuous adjustment of 
production to demand. Such a con- 
tinuous adjustment would provide 
for expansion of production in lines 
where increasing domestic buying 
power or reopening world markets 
Was expanding demand; and for 
maintaining production where pro- 
duction was in line with demand. 
In each case, the effort would be 
to expand production in line with, 
but not in advance of, the expan- 
sion in. demand,” : 

“In the very long run, we may} 
come to realize that real farm pros- 
perity depends upon reducing the 
number of workers in agriculture 
as rapidly as productivity per 
worker rises. When that fact is 
fully appreciated, we may see Gov- 
ernment agencies charged on the 
one hand with increasing the pro- 
ductivity of farm workers, and on 
the other hand with training farm 
boys for non-farm pursuits, and 
otherwise encouraging and aiding 
the surplus workers in shifting 
from farming to other lines of 
work. Even now we could produce 
all the farm products we need with 
60 per cent of our present farmers. 
As soon as industrial activity is re- 
stored and the urban unemployed 
are again employed at useful work, 
we should turn to the task of help- 
ing these 4,000,000 workers, unneed~ 
ed in agricylture, find more pro- 
ductive occupations elsewhere.”

Up to the Civil War, when, United 
States legal tender notes were 
issued, circulating bank notes were 
the only paper money in St. Louis. 
The collection contains bills issued 
by the Merchants’ Bank in 1849 and 
by.the Southern Bank, which was 
changed to the Third National Bank 
in 1865. These notes became worth- 
less during the Civil War. 

Civil War Money. 

Notes printed by the Missouri 
Legislature in imitation of the 
methods of Confederate State Gov- 
ernment finance, and signed by 
Gov. Claiborne F. Jackson, a 
Southern sympathizer, are shown. 
Issued in 1862, these notes became 
worthless at the conclusion of the 
Civil war. They were payable 
three years after the date of issu- 
ance with 10 per cent interest. 

In the collection are Missouri 
Defense Bonds issued under the act 
of Nov. 5, 1861, which authorized 
the issuance of circulating bonds 
for the protection of the State. The

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., July 14. 
—Announcement that the source of 
crystals, the primary structural 
units of nature, has been found in 
minute electrical forces by scien- 
tists at the Pennsylvania State Col- 
l was made here today. 
“The knowledge offers unlimited 
practical values, because crystal 
structure is widespread a nearly 
eve ing man manufactures oF 
a ak is crystalline, also the 
cellulose of all vegetation. Crystal 
forms even appear to regulate life 
processes for all the hormones and 
enzymes thus far isolated are pure 
crystals. 
The principle of crystal growth is 
stated by Dr. Wheeler P. Davey, 
research professor of physics and 
chemistry, in a report to the Amer- 
ican Society for Steel Treating. He 
collated the findings of A. F. Joffe 
of Russia, A. Goetz and F. Zwicky 
of the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, and others with research of 
his own. 
Surface Tension Spreads. 

Crystals form when atoms come 
together. They may do this in the 
form of vapor, liquid or even in 
some solids. As soon as a few 
atoms get together surface tension 
spreads over those forming the out- 
er part of the growing sructyre. 
This tension is very high in the 
substances which form crystals. It 
is due to electrical attraction be- 
tween atoms. 
The tension tends to contract the 
surface, which cracks, much like 
the mud of a sun-baked field. 
These atomic fissures, however, are 
uniform. Dr. Davey computes 
that the crevices lie not more than 
100 angstrom units apart. This 
distance is from two to three mil- 
lionths of an inch. The crevices 
have an estimated depth of about 
three-fourths of this spacing. 
In this manner innumerable tiny 
surfaces, or faces, are formed. Up- 
on these faces the atoms are held 
under differing degrees of surface 
tension pull. The pull is strongest 
at the corner of the mosaic cracks. 

This corner pull explains the phe- 
nomenon of fast-forming needles, 
seen with the unaided eye in ice, 
frost and many of the products of 


The needles are merely the cor- 

ners extending themselves as their 
stronger attraction draws outside 
atom down upon them in heaps. As 
these needles grow they, too, crack 
on their surfaces each 100 ang- 
strom units. This accounts for an- 
other crystal phenomenon, the 
needles which shoot off at right 
angles. 
The needles are like church 
spires endowed with the power of 
growth. As they rise, they widen 
toward their bases, and so fill in 
the spaces between needles. 

The cracking surface tensions 
and the pulls are not uniform. This 
known fact explains why crystals 
are never quite perfect. All of 
them, Dr. Davey finds, are mosaics. 


LIQUOR BOTTLE REGULATIONS 
ANNOUNCED BY TREASURY 


Manufacturers Must Have U. 8. 
Permits; May Sell Only to 
Certified Firms. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 14.—Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury Coolidge 
today promulgated regulations gov- 
erning the manufacture, sale and 
use of liquor bottles under the law 
passed by Congress to protect con- 
sumers and legitimate producers 
from the sale of bootleg spirits in 
counterfeit containers. 
Beginning Aug. 1, liquor bottle 
manufacturers must operate under 
Government permit. Sales will be 
restricted to concerns certificated 
by the alcohol tax unit of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau. The man- 
ufacturer’s permit number, year of 
manufacture, and a symbol repre- 
senting the name of the purchaser 
must be blown in each bottle. Re- 
tail liquor sales made after Nov. 1 
will be restricted to such contain- 
ers. 
Bottles may be used only once, 
and possession of a used bottle by 
anyone other than the person who 
empties it of its contents is pro- 
hibited. This restriction, of course, 
does not bar the assembling of bot- 
tles for destruction: Commencing 
Nov. 1, imported bottles must bear 
a blown-in inscription showing the 
city of origin, the name of the im- 
porter, and a warning against sale 
for secondary use.

Cavalcade earned $30,325 by his 
victory, bringing his total winnings 
to date, both as a two-year-old and 
this year, to $126,965. Cavalcade, 
already had won $80,910 this year, 
and his victory today made him the 
leading money winning thorough- 
bred of 1934. 

Cavalcade, coupled with Good 
Goods as the Brookmeade entry, 
went to the post a prohibitive fav- 
orite at 1 to 3.

A tremendous roar went up from 
the crowd when the field of nine 
bounded out of the starting gate 
with Cavalcade and his stablemate 
running last. The break found 
Hadagal winging out in front with 
Discovery second and Riskulus 
third. Cavalcade was bumped as 
the field charged to the first turn 
and was shuffled back to the dis- 
may of the spectators, 

As the field turned into the back 
stretch, Growler, the entry of H. 
W. Maxwell of New York, went-to 
the front with Cavalcade seventh. 
As Growler continued to burn up 
the track Cavalcade dropped back 
to eighth. Thomasville moved up 
to second with Riskulus third, Dis- 
covery fourth and Hadagal! fifth. 

Cavalcade Moves Up. 

Straightened out on the back 
stretch, Cavalcade with Garner 
guiding him carefully moved up 
with a cyclonic rush. He charged 
from eighth to third place, with 
Growler, the pace setter, flying dis- 
tress signals and Discovery hang- 
ing on doggedly to second position.

EATON TO PLAY 
GOLDMAN FOR 
WESTERN TITLE

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., July 14, 
—Zell Eaton of Oklahoma city will 
celebrate his twenty-first birthday, 
tomorrow trying to win the West- 
ern amateur golf championship and 
Dave Goldman of Dallas will try 
to spoil it by beating the slim tour 
nament medalist out of the first 
major title within his grasp.

Goldman Shoots a 71. 

Goldman steadied to a 71 this 
afternoon and was one up on Yates 
going to the eighteenth, where both 
pushed their second shots to the 
right of the green, but were not 
stymied by the scrub oaks fringing 
the green. 

Goldman was away and he used 
a putter from 15 feet off the green, 
He was approximately 12 feet short, 
Yates, also using a putter after de- 
liberate study of the shot, took a 
cue from the Texan’s short shot 
and was seven feet past the pin.

AVING served nearly three years in 
H command of the naval station, Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii, naturally enough 
many people have asked me: “What will be 
of chief interest to our President when he 
visits Honolulu?” 
. I believe Mr. Roosevelt’s chief interest will 
be to understand and solve from a broad na- 
tional outlook the question of the security 
of the Hawaiian Islands as the most important 
outlying fleet base in the Pacific. 
Our President will find in Hawaii primarily 
a clash of viewpoints between the two na- 


one hand, and those administering the islands 
under the territorial form of government on 
the other. These viewpoints are almost as 
opposite as the poles and seem to be well 
nigh irreconcilable. 

The services, especially the Navy, or at least 
the Navy has been more articulate, look upon 
the islands as a vital part of our sea power, 
giving, if made invulnerable, the absolute 
security of our nation in the Eastern Pacific. 


Attitude of People. 


The Navy has learned through experience 
that the people of-the islands, as represented 
iA the civil government, are more concerned 
in local -commercial and political affairs—in 
the raising of sugar and pineapples—than in 
the important factors for the secure defense 
of the islands against a possible foe. 

The Navy has concrete evidence that the 
naval station at Pearl Harbor, seven miles 
from the city of Honolulu, has. stffered 
severely from lack of land for the-scientific 
expansion of that important base, because 
land contiguous to the naval station has been 
held by residents of the island at exorbitant 


The owners of land desirable for naval pur- 
}poses have been reluctant, if not distinctly 
adverse, to giving the land up for naval pur- 
poses.

.The services have imbibed, almost from 
their mothers’ milk, the conviction that the 
islands are of greatest importance from the 
standpoint of their strategical position and 
usefulness as a fleet base. The services ap- 
preciate most vividly the setback to our fleet 
should the naval facilities at Pearl Harbor be 
destroyed. Service men are deeply imbued 
with the conviction that all other considera- 
tions should give way to that of the security 
of the islands, for the loss of the islands to 
an enemy would force our fleet back 2100 
miles to a base on the Pacific Coast of the 
United States. 

With Hawaii in the hands of a hostile fleet, 
our tenure of Alaska, Panama and even our 
Pacific Coast would be in very grave jeopardy.

Big Military Job. 


The services are entrusted with very grave

The change which Sumners will 
urge in the trial of impeachment 
cases is simple enough, although, 
so far as could be ascertained, 
never proposed before. It is that 
the Senate, instead of hearing im- 
peachment trials in a body, ap- 
point a small committee of Sena- 
tors to hear the evidence and rec 
ommend a verdict. Of course, a 
transcript of the testimony would 
be made available to all Senators; 
moreover, the Senate, if desiring 
additional evidence on any point, 
could either hear it directly or 
direct the committee to take it. 

The Senate as a whole would 
continue to render all verdicts, 
with two-thirds being necessary to 
convict, since that procedure is ex- 
pressly required by the Federal 
Constitution. 

The change proposed by Sum- 
ners is not intended merely to 
save. the Senate’s time—although 
that is a substantial considera- 
tion, seeing that the latest im- 
peachment trial consumed upward 
ofa month. The central aim is to 
insure that all the evidence will 
be heard and carefully analyzed 
by a few men on whom the re- 
mainder of the Senate can rely 
for proper guidance. 


Faults of Present Procedure. 


The argument for some such 
arrangement is calculated to ad- 
dress itself with undeniable force 
to anyone who has observed . the 
course of an impeachment trial! in 
the Senate. At one stage, during 
the presentation of important evi- 
dence in the Lauderback case, ex- 
actly four Senators of the 96 were 
in their seats.

RADICAL change in the method of trying impeachment cases 
before the Senate, and new legal machinery for removing Fea- 
eral Judges who have merely been guilty of ‘‘bad behavior’’—as 
distinguished from impeachable crimes and misdemeanors—will be 
proposed in the next Congress by Representative Hatton W. Sumners 
(Dem.), of Texas, chairman of the House Judiciary Committee, 
disclosed his plans to the Post-Dispatch today before departing for 


He 


Because of his position on the powerful Judiciary Committee and 
because of his exceptional experience with impeachment cases, Sum- 
ners’ views on the subject cannot fail to carry weight in the House. 
He was one of the House managers who conducted the unsuccessful 
prosecution of Federal Judge Lauderback. before the Senate a year 
ago, and had been selected to assist in the prosecution of Judge 
George Washington English of East St. Louis, who resigned on the 
eye of trial in 1927. He has participated in the investigation of other 


being such a prominent lawyer 
and such a well-known advocate 
of a pure judiciary, his failure to 
vote might have provoked embar- 
rassing questions from the people 
in his district, especially from 
those who were lawyers. 


Only Resolution Necessary. 


“However,” he went on, “‘scold- 
ing the Senate will not mend mat- 
ters. So long as Senators are bur- 
dened with more duties than they 
can possibly discharge, that is a 
sample of what will happen in im- 
peachment trials. The important 
thing is to devise a procedure that 
will enable each Senator to vote 
intelligently without taking sev- 
eral weeks away from his other 
work. 

“That is a problem which mem- 
bers of both houses have always 
faced, and in almost every in- 
stance they have solved it satis- 
factorily by dividing the work 
among committees. Every observ- 
er of legislative procedure is” 
aware that Congress works largely 
through its standing cOmmittees. 
Otherwise little would be accom- 
plished. There is no reason why 
the same principle should not be 
applied in impeachment trials, and 
every sound reason why it should.” 

Sumners said he was convinced, 
after a careful study of the sub- 
ject, that no legislation beyond a 
simple Senate resolution would be 
required to put the plan in effect. 
The full power of the Senate may 
be—and constantly is—delegated 
to committees. The constitutional - 
provision governing the trial of 
impeachments is amply broad, in 
Sumners’ opinion, to permit that 
latitude. It simply declares that 
the Senate “shall have the ‘sole 
power to try all impeachments,” 
and that two-thirds is necessary 
to convict. 


Removal for “Bad Behavior.” 


Sumners’ second proposal, 
namely the creation of machinery 
for the removal of Federal judges 
for misconduct which fails to con- 
stitute an impeachable offense, is 
far more challenging and involves 
an interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion which will be new to the lay 
public, although it has been a sub 
ject of academic discussion among 
lawyers. 

It rests on the interesting theory 
that the Constitution contains two 
separate and wholly distinct pro- 
visions pertaining to the removal 
of Federal judges. The common 
assumption has been that there 
was but one, to wit, that relating 
to impeachment, Sumners con- 
tends there is a second, and that 
it exists in the provision. that 
judges shall hold office “during 
good behavior.”

' Early last year, when he had newly come to power, 
Hitler related at great length how he. had saved Ger- 
many from the Marxists, of both Communist and So- 
cial Democratic labels. A few months later, he told 
how he had saved Germany from a Jewish conspir- 
acy, by instituting his boycott.of that people, “Last 


‘November, he saved Germany from the machinations 


of jealous neighbors, by pulling the nation out of the 
League. And now he has saved Germany again, this 


|time from a revolt of -his own Storm Troopers and 


other traitorous conspirators. The legendary youth 
who cried “Wolf!” did not make a speech each time 
explaining why he did so, and hence never was hailed 
by his sheep as their savior.“ 

Hitler’s lengthy address on this otcasion was again 


'a defiance of his enemies. It was more defensive than 


defiant, however. Extenuating the 77 deaths result- 
ing from his “house-cleaning” was of such paramount 
importance to the Chancellor that he virtually passed 
over all the other pressing problems on which word 
from him had been eagerly awaited, both at home 
and abroad—Germany’s desperate economic situation, 
the foreign debt moratorium, the discouraging fiscal 
and trade outlook, the “Eastern Locarno” proposal 
and other urgent matters of foreign affairs. 

Much of Hitler's address was devoted to generali- 
ties about unity, confidence, faith and patriotism, 
delivered in the florid spell-binding style which has 
made him a true mob-master. His acount of the con- 
spiracy was detailed, and his explanation of the 
wholesale executions was, in effect: “I am the law 
and the Supreme Court. I will kill anyone who rises 
against the state.” By comparison, Louis XIV’s ut- 
terance, “I am the state,” was mild as a boast of 
personal power. No such brazening of tyranny has 
been heard in modern civilization. Mussolini and 
Stalin are both effective dictators, and have “purged 
the party” on occasion, but exile, imprisonment and 
beating have been the extent of their punishments. 

Nor must it be forgotten that the world has heard 
but one side of the alleged revolt. In Hitler’s topsy- 
turvy judicial system, it has witnessed only the carry-

history's verdict must await the full story. 

The anti-Hitler leaders are dead, their followers 
cowed into temporary silence. Only rumors of their 
version have crept out, and one of these, transmitted 
a few days ago by a Berlin correspondent of the 


New York Times, has at least a certain plausibility. 


It is said that the men condemned were Hitler's 
most devoted followers, who believed implicitly in his 
earlier revolutionary promises and armed themselves 
to await his call to march against reaction, which 
they saw was gaining the upper hand. Gen. Goering, 
it is said, wished to hold Hitler to his allegiance to 
the industrialist group, so laid charges against the 
radical leriders (plus a handful of personal enémies) 
and engineered the slaughter. Thus the men Avwho 


stood for Hitler’s early principles paid with their} 


lives. If this version is true, who, then, were the 
real traitors to National Socialism and Germany? 
The massacre roused fear and distrust among the 
German people, and inspired a passion for revenge 
in the friends and relatives of the victims. It con- 
firmed the outside world in its condemnation of 
Nazi-ism. If Hitler had an actual case against the 
men he calls traitors, he could have avoided all this 
by using civilized procedure against them. Wholesale 
arrests would have checked any incipient revolt. 
Witnesses, documents and facts, if produced in court, 
would have justified Hitler before Germany and the 
world. The Nazis used the trial of the alleged Reichs- 
tag fire conspirators as an occasion for fiery 
political speeches, and a trial of Brown Shirt rebels 
might have been similarly employed for propaganda 
among the people. The arson case broke down, how- 
ever, after a lengthy trial, for lack-of definite evi- 
dence, and only one execution resylted. Perhaps fear 
of a similar outcome deterred Hitler from commit- 
ting the recent conspirators to the judicial process, 
save the mock three-minute trials that some received. 
It was either lack of evidence or terror of these 
men’s movement that resulted in the summary execu- 


tions. In either event, Hitler’s cause is greatly weak- 


ened since the days when he spoke of a united Ger- 
many with the S. A. and S. S. as its trusted guardi- 
ans. If his grip on Germany can be held only by the 
machine gun, then, despite the backing of his reac- 


ing out of the death sentences and heard only the 
prosecutor’s speech. Some of the condemned met 


tionary friends, Nemesis awaits Adolf Hitler. 


GEN. JOHNSON AND THE PRESS. 

Gen. Hugh’ 8S. Johnson, the National Recovery 
Administrator, has beaten a retreat—slight, perhaps, 
but not without significance—from the extreme 
stand he took against the inclusion of a “freedom 
of the press” clause in the newspaper code. The 
General, it will be recalled, maintained while the 
code was in preparation, as did the President, that 
a clause saving the constitutional rights of the pub- 
lishers would be “pure surplusage.” He did not feel 
that the publishing business should receive a con- 
cession which had been denied to industry in gen- 
eral. There was something to be said for this point 
of view. Certainly the publishing business, on its 
manufacturing side, is entitled to no special favors. 
Thus far in the argument, there can be no proper 
dissent. 

But the General now recognizes that the fight of 
the publishers for a “freedom of the press” clause 
was not lacking in good faith. Recent events in Ger- 
many, he told an audience in Waterloo, Ia., had made 
him see “more clearly” why the publishers wanted 
the explicit constitutional guaranty of freedom of 
the press written into the newspaper code. Gen. 
Johnson still says that the publishers were unduly 
apprehensive: as a lawyer, he holds that constitu- 
tional] rights cannot be signed away. The fact that he 
has not changed his mind in this respect entitles 
him to the more credit for his present admission 
that the publishers’ contention was not wholly with- 
out warrant. His admission—not of error, but that 
his opponents in the code controversy had other 
than selfish ground to stand upon—is in line with 
the General's promise of candor when he took over 
the administration of the NRA. 

As further reason for apprehension on the part 
of the publishers, the General might have cited the 
recent brief of the United States Department of 
Justice in the Weirton steel case. Despite the ex- 
pressed opinion of the General, the department held 
in that brief that any person who had voluntarily 
accepted the benefits of a-statute (in this case the 
National Industrial Recovery Act) was thereby es- 
topped from questioning the constitutionality of the 
statute. The department cited numerous decisions 
of the United States Supreme Court in proof of its 
point. 

In the light of this brief, which came out after 
the publishers had made and won their fight, it 
appears that they had justification on top of that 
supplied by the disquieting course of events abroad.

It would have been too bad if such a stirring pri- 
mafy battle among Democratic giants as we are hay- 
ing over the senatorial nomination had passed with- 
out a good resounding Missouri-ism.

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An American Seer 


THE ELDER HENRY JAMES. By Austin 
Warren. (The Macmillan Co., New York 
City.) : 


ERETOFORE, the father of Henry 
H James, the novelist, and William James, 
the psychologist, has been considered by 
biographers only in connection with the 
lives and works of his famous sons. Now 
that truly distinguished American philoso- 
pher is made the subject of a full-length 
study that deserves, and will doubtless take, 
a high place in the literature of American 
biography. 
The relative obscurity of the elder James 


is to be explained less by the fact that he 


was overshadowed by the reputations of 
great sons than that he was a man far 
ahead of his time in his social and religious 
views; indeed, one who could not have been 
other than an intellectual “outsider” in 
any time, because of the utter independence 
of his thinking and the timeless view for 
which he strove. In the essentials of his 
thought, he remains “undated,” although he 
was at the height of his powers during the 
‘40s and ‘50s of the last century, when the 
ferment of ideas which foreran the Civil 
War was at its maximum among the Cam- 
bridge group, with which he had intimate 


tions.

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It was not, however, until he had reached 
the age of 33 that Henry James the elder 
really began his life as the seer that he 
became. Then occurred to him a “new 
birth,” the knowledge of which may well 
have had something to do with the son, Wil- 
liam’s, interests which resulted in the 
famous work, “Varieties of Religious Experi- 
ence.” 

The father then experienced, we are told, 
“what may be regarded, according to one’s 
psychology, as either a nervous breakdown 
or a conversion.” At any rate, this hap- 
pening, which was the turning point of his 
life, involved a prostrating loss of “confi- 


, dence in selfhood, in his own powers moral 


and mental.” The conviction came suddenly 
and without warning, when he believed him- 
self to be in the best of health, that all his 
previous intellectual efforts had been ridicu- 
lous, that he had never been an honest seek- 
er after truth. The conviction was accom- 
panied by “a perfectly insane and abject 
fear,” that resulted in physical illness. 

It was at this time that he became in- 
terested in Swedenborg, and as a be- 
gan to achieve a re-oriéntation of life. 
However, he did not become a “Swédenbor- 
gian.” He was not one to accept any belief, 
cosmic or social, in a form that could be 
dogmatized; and thoroughgoing Sweden- 
borgians did not accept him as one of them. 
But from the new starting point which, 


“somehow, he found in Sweden 
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with a genial sense of humor; and his com 
ments on his associates make them coms 
alive. 

Santayana has characterized James 
“one of those somewhat obscure sages whom 
early America produced; mystics of indepe 
dent mind, hermits in the desert of busines 
and heretics in the churches.” 

The significance of the man is admirably 
stated by the author, as follows: 

“James’ contribution to American thought 
was not a program but a vision. Men need 
both; but programs and their constructors 
pass away when they have made their col 
tribution to the emergencies of the hour. Be 
cause they read not the times but the etern 
ties, the men of vision belong to a perm 
nent treasure of mankind. James’ life mow 
ingly illustrates the heroism possible to the 
intellectual who steadfastly bears his w'* 
ness, whether the world heeds or not. His 
vision of Society as the Redeemed Form 
of Man takes its place with those America’ 
apocalypses which stimulate the imaginatios 
and stir the faith.”

WASHINGTON, July 14. — The 
most striking impression which a 
newcomer to Washington receives 
js of @ flourishing prosperity, a 
prosperity that must inevitably 
stand out in marked contrast to 
the secton from which he comes, 
wherever that section may be. 

While this appearance may be 
superficial, concealing the struggies 
of thousands upon thousands of 
Government clerks who are forced 
to make low salaries meet rising 
prices, it is, ey hare i Be on 
there are very few 0 e 
signs of the depression here in 
Washington. One may go weeks 
without encountering a panhandler 
on the streets. Shabbily-dressed 
persons are SO exceptional as to be 
conspicuous. 

There are no mean streets—mod- 
est streets in which hundreds of 
clerks live row on row in identical 
houses, but no mean streets. Great 
new buildings—the huge Archives 
building, the new Supreme Court 
building, the Department of Labor 
building—are in course of construc- 
tion, classic facades of gleaming 
white marble still half-shrouded in 
scaffolding.

Many Minor Positions. 

About half of these are positions 
created by the New Deal. It is not 
by any means an inclusive list. It 
ignores the whole category of minor 
civil employes who have come to 
Washington to take clerical and 
stenographic positions.

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SURGEONS SENT TO CALIFORNIA

Two Public Health Service Men to 


WASHINGTON, July 14—Joining 
the Public Health Service meant 
plunging at once into the Cali- 
fornia infantile paralysis outbreak 
for two young surgeons, Dr. W. =. 
Dearing and Dr. A. G. Gilliam, re- 
cently post-graduate students at 
Harvard and Johns Hopkins, re- 
spectively. They have been sent 
to Los Angeles by the surgeon- 
general to assist Dr. James P. 
Leake, senior surgeon, in his 
studies of the disease. 

One of the baffling things to be 
studied is the fact that 50 doctors 
and nurses have contracted the dis- 
ease, despite the use of prophylac- 
tic serum. 

The Public Health Service re- 
ported today that the disease was 
on the decline, having passed its 
peak the week ending June 23, 
when 376 new cases were reported 
in the United States, 340 in Cali- 
fornia.

“With a profound sense of the 
solemn and tragical character of 
the step I am taking, and of the 
grave responsibilities which it 
involves, but in unhesitating obe- 
dience to what I deem my con- 
stitutional duty I advise that 
Congress deciare the recent 
course of the Imperial German 
Government to be in fact noth- 
ing less than war against the Gov-

Thus at last, more than two and 
a half years after the World War 
broks .out, Germany succeeded in 
forcing the United States to take 
sides against her. It must be con- 
ceded that the States had clung to 
their neutrality with almost in- 
credible patience and persistence. 

Had it been possible, they would 
have stood aside from the conflict 
until the end. 

The unwavering stupidity of 
German statesmanship can have no 
more illuminating testimonial than 
this, that it brought a reluctant 
America into the war against her 
in the third year of the fight, as 
it had brought a reluctant Britain 
into action against her at the very 
commencement. 

Entry Foregone Conclusion. 

From the moment when Ger- 
many declared her wnrestricted 
submarine warfare, America’s entry 
was a foregone conclusion. That 
she waited two months before she 
would admit this fact must be at- 
tributed to the attitude of her 
President. 

The delay did not avert the is 
sue. It only made it two months 
later before she began to prepare 
herself for the defense of her in- 
terests or the support of her as 
sociates in the fight.

Plan for Special Courts, 

“Since the Senate’s judicial power 
is expressly limited to the trial of 
impeachments, it may not try a 
Judge for bad behavior. And to 
vest such power in the executive 
branch would be a violent subver- 
sion of the hallowed Anglo-Saxon 
principle that ‘the courts must be 
independent of the King.’ It follows 
logically that the issue of ‘good be- 
havior’ should be adjudicated by the 
judiciary itself. In short, Congress 
can, and should, create a tribunal.” 

As to how this tribunal should be 
constituted, Sumners is thus far un- 
decided, That it might be selected 
by the Chief Justice from among 
the members of the Circuit Courts 
of Appeal, where the defendant was 
a District Judge, naturally occurred. 
Various other devices have been 
considered by him, none altogether 
satisfactory. However, he has no 
doubt that a satisfactory plan can 
be devised. It seemed fairly obvious 
that no Judge should be tried by a 
member of an inferior court. 

“All recognized writers on. En- 
glish law have agreed that Judges 
may be got rid of by judicial 
process,” Sumners said, “but it jist 
hasn’t been done, a powerful reason 
being, perhaps, that English Judges 
seldom deserve removal. Unfortu- 
nately, the reason applies with less 
force in the United States.

preface in the exhibit’s catalogue, progres- 
sive American designers are hampered by 
the fact that producers of the past few 
years have not been so forward-looking as 
they. Such triumphant innovations as 
Simonson and Norman Bel Geddes accom- 
plished in post-war years, are for the time 
being no longer possible. 

Many of the other pieces in the exhibit, 
however, were drawn for the specific, tem- 
porary needs of the stage. For this reason 


they cannot be considered as finished paint- 
ing or drawing. Yet some have considerable 
technical refinement; and all show clearly 
the vigorous, mature conceptions of the 
world’s greatest designers and those who 
followed them. 

Since they were made to answer prac: 
tical requirements and to stimulate emo- 
tions not purely esthetic, many of the ar- 
tists who made them considered that they 


were inferior to easel work or finished

etchings. Once the play for which they 
wer. intended was produced, the drawings 
were carelessly thrown aside. Many highly 
important pieces have been lost in this way. 

Owing to these two causes, Simonson 
found many living artists contemptuous 
of their own work, which made the as- 
sembling of the collection even more dif- 
ficult. This is hard to understand when 
one considers what an excited enthusiasm 
the show brought in New York. “Picasso” 
(the dean of living French impressionists ) 
“told me,” the collector relates, “he couldn't 
be bothered to look for the designs of “The 
Three Cornered Hat. They were some- 
where in his studio. But he couldn't take 
the time to find them. Besides he was 
very lazy. Derain refused categorically to 
send any of his ballet designs. They were 
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too unimportant.” Only in Russia, where 
museums are attached to nearly every 
theater, is much importance given to stage 
drawings. 

But however insignificant they may 
seem to the artists themselves, and, hitherto, 
even to museum curators, the drawings are 
known to be of great interest to theater- 
goers and museum devotees. They provide 
a way of going behind the stage of the 

orld’s infinitely varied theaters. They 
form a textbook on the machinery of illu- 
sion and the heightened realism of human 
emotions in the drama. They have, as 
Simonson points’ out, “the fascination of 
unreality,” and they serve “to revive our 
awareness of the variety and intensity 
of life as it has been lived in the theatre of 
yesterday and today.”

Court recently to hear herself rated 
a financial genius by a Judge who had 
listened to three weeks of testimony 
that had painted her as a female 
Nero, roaring her way through Europe 
in her seventies and shocking the Con- 
tinent with her didoes and peccadi- 
loes. Surrogate James A. Foley didn’t 
question the accuracy of the stories 
about her bizarre whims and her mad, 
septuagenarian loves but asked, in ef- 
‘fect, what of them? Thus, he upheld 
the- will which divided $5,400,000 
among nieces and nephews, a corset- 
lere and a saleswoman, a detective and 
casual friends, and ignored her own 
sister, Mrs. Margaret Alexandria Alex- 
ander, of London. Mrs. Alexander 
brought the action to break the will 
which disposed of Mrs Pratt's part of 
the fortune left by their father, Isaac 
singer, founder of the Singer Sewinz 
Machine Company. 

Had Mrs, Alexander been present 
when her sister’ was lunching with 
Harry Stewart Godley, manager of the 
London branch of the Guaranty Trust 
Company, some years back, she might 
have been prepared for the shock of 
disinheritance. 

Mrs. Pratt had asked Godley for ad- 
vice on whom one should leave one’s 
money to and Godley had replied: 
“Why, to one’s family.” 

“Oh, Mr. Godley!”’ shrieked the 
aged heiress, her laugh resounding 
through the restaurant, ‘how can you 
fay that?’ 
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But the sister had no way of know- 
ing. She knew that Adelaide kept 
Europe buzzing with her queernesses 
and that whenever they got together 
there was a violent sisters’ scrap but 
the latter were always patched up by 
mutual sending of flowers the next 
day and Mrs. Alexander continued to 
hope for the best. But she didn’t in- 
herit a penny, and won't. The heiress 
died at the Ritz Hotel in London in 
October, 1932. She was 76 years old 
and had just barely got into the swing 
of acrobatic dancing, which a physi- 
cian told her was good for her figure. 

According to the story related by 
counsel and witnesses, Mrs. Pratt’s 
grand sweep of the watering places 
on her exceptionally high horse began 
in 1918, when she suddenly became 
intolerant of her husband, Henry 
Pratt, retired lawver. Pratt was very 
ill in Monte Carlo and his doctors had 
instructed his nurses not to give him 
tub baths, since the shock would be 
too great, Harold H. Corbin, counsel 
for Mrs. Alexander, told the court. 


ON RS. PRATT eventually per- 
suaded a nurse to give the 
man a tub bath and when 
the nurse stepped out of the bathroom 
to get towels, Mrs. Pratt turned on the - 
hot water in the tub in which her hus- 
band sat,’’ Corbin said. ‘‘The water 
was nearly boiling and the nurse bare- 
ly saved him from scalding to death. 
He died three days later, and it is 
probable that that experience hastened 
his death, which was caused by heart 
disease.”’ | 

A favorite pastime of the heiress as 
she traipsed through her declining 
years was to sit behind a palm in a 
hotel lobby and trip perfect strangers - 
with a walking stick, guffawing heart- 
ily as they sprawled on the floor. An- 
other was to panic a dignified public 
dining room by jumping up and shout- 
ing: ‘“‘My corset is falling down.”’ 

“Mrs. Pratt took delight in making 
people uncomfortable,’ Corbin said. 
“She would take a brush from a maid,

throw it on the 
floor and order the 
servant to pick it 
up. When this was 
done, she would 
throw. it down 
again. The _ ser- 
vants couldn't 
stand it and there 
was a constant 
procession of them 
filing in and out of 
her employ. She 
would tell a new 
chambermaid an 
off-color story, 
then startle her by 
cutting a bar of 
soap into six cubes 
and command her 
to be economical 
with the cubes and 
account for each 
one, or lose her 
job. 

“She danced in 
her bedroom in the

“I'll take 
off every stitch if you don't like it!” 
she would fume in reply to their ob- 
sequious objections. For women 
younger than herself, and popular, she 
displayed a cordial hatred. ‘‘Most no- 
torious woman in Europe!” she would 
broadcast in a sibilant hiss as some 
lovely lady glided by. It might be her 
first sight of the offender. 

“Why doesn’t your mother have a 
lover?’’ Mrs, Pratt asked Doris Percy- 
Chapman, a young London friend, 
whose deposition was read. “I should 
think she would. Look at me.”’ 

A witness said she made advances 
to a young hotel keeper in the Aus- 
trian Tyrol only to be repulsed when 
he refused her offer of adoption. On 
such ocasions, it was said, it was her 
custom to stamp her foot, grit her

“Pycnic habitus,’’ though it sounds 
ominous to laymen, meant only that 
he was square-set; in extreme, it 
might mean “sawed-off.’’

They set him long-drawn tasks in 
preparation, partly in order to have 
some accurate gauges of its effects 
on his mental alertness should the 
experiment be undertaken. For one 
thing they had him type for 30 
minutes a day and mark the end of 
each minute on the typed page. Any 
change in speed and accuracy would 
give them one measure of the effect 
of sleeplessness, they reasoned. Be- 
sides, it was something to keep the 
persistent ‘‘subject” busy.

He failed on seven occasions to 
turn the key on time. These naps 
lasted respectively 15, 65, 60, 35, 30, 
40 and 70 minutes—a total of five 
and one-quarter hours’ sleep in 231. 
The longest period between naps was 
§2 hours, or more than two days anda 
half. 

These back-slidings occurred, in 
each case, when Mr. Z sat down to 
read, after a stimulating talk or walk 
with his companion of the moment. 
The companion would leave, ‘‘con- 
vinced he was wide awake. Later Mr. 
Z would suddenly awaken, realizing 
that he had been asleep rather than 
awake and reading’’—‘‘even as you 
and I." 

Mr. Z’s typewriter test, on which 
he had spent many earnest half-hours, 
turned out to be a total loss after the 
fourth sleepless day. His eyes grew 
so tired that he could not focus them 
on keys or page, and the effort was 
too painful to maintain. 

His five-minute typing average for 
four days before he set out to break 
the sleep habit was 127 words with 
30 errors. For the first four days of 
the experiment, it was 87 words with 
43 errors. 

Intelligence tests given on the sec- 
ond and seventh days of the vigil 
showed no change. Perhaps, the ob- 
servers commented, they were too 
easy, for he showed a perfect score 
in several parts of both. Eccentric or 
not, he was not stupid. 

No mental or-emotional effect be- 
came apparent until the sixth day, 
when the observers noted “isolated 
bits of behavior which we interpreted 
as evidence of spatial disorientation”’ 
—or inability to remember where he

Mr. Z hotly resented any sugges- 
tion that he wag disoriented, spatially 
or otherwise.

The keenness of sight and hearing 
was tested from day to day. There 
were limits to the distance at which 
Mr. Z could perceive a very faint light 
or make out a very faint vibration of 
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the tuning fork. These limits were, 
respectively, the limen of sight and the 
limen of hearing, or the ‘‘thresholds”’ 
of those senses. They afforded an in- 
dex of any impairment that sleepless- 
ness might cause. 

Apparently sight was dulled, for the 
limen, or threshold, of sight was four 
times higher during the experiment 
than three weeks afterwards. Tests 
of the auditory limen showed rather 
perplexing variations. Hearing ap- 
peared to be sharper than usual 
through the first eight days, dull on 
the ninth day, and keener again on the 
tenth, though slightly below the “nor- 


mal’’ determined for Mr. Z three weeks 


after conclusion of the test.

These halluci- 
nations were noted down by the ob- 
servers as follows: 

“Third day. Cottage by beach, then 
other houses. Saw man trying to burg- 
larize one of them. Vivid image in 
crystal. 

‘Fourth day. Missionary in roast 
pot with knees hanging over the edge. 
Turned into old man in bath tub with 
knees hanging over. Boy with cheeks 
puffed out in Bronx cheer. Thought 
observer tapped hand between him and 
crystal. Visual hallucinations all day. 

“Fifth day. Saw a trans-Atlantic 
whale with square face, then, very 
clearly, saw two boats sailing acTross 
together. Most of the time in a daze. 

“Sixth day. No.image. 

“Ninth day. Only able to think in 
fragments—reminiscences, ... Looked 
away most of the time. 

“Tenth day. Unable to report a 
single thought or image.”’ 

Mr. Z remained about the same 
weight through the 10 days. The vigil 
brought little change in pulse or blood 
pressure, no significant variation - of 
basal metabolism, blood chemistry or 
blood count. The effect of exercise on 
the blood pressure was not altered by 
sleeplessness. 

He took long walks, was ready any 
time for a game of ping pong and 
‘‘never complained of physical or men- 
tal fatigue,)’ although, the observers 
commented, ‘‘it was very warm, much 
easier to be quiet.’’ In fact, the only 
fatigue clearly shown was the visual 
fatigue which stoppéd the typing tests. 


HROUGHOUT the 10 days he in- 
sisted he was very well and fully 
alert. This the psychiatrists at- 
tributed to his fixed idea, his urge 
to “demonstrate his uniqueness ’’— 
and save one-third of the life of the 
human race. Hence no complaint. 

“At all times he was ready to dem- 
onstrate that he was wide awake, that 
he could do as well on any mental or 
physical test as before, and he was 
irritable always against anyone 
whom he considered to be ‘working 
against the success of the demon- 
stration.’ ’’ 

His irritability increased and his 
control of his temper slumped. He 
would embark on a tirade at a thwart- 
ed wish, or at the idea that anyone 
was making it hard for him. He 
showed a combination of temper and 
disorientation, commented the psychi- 
atrists, comparable ‘‘to the fighting 
drunk, who, when mildly intoxicated, 
is irritable, irascible or argumenta- 
tive.” 

He became unmanageable, required 
more and more of the time and atten- 
tion of all the laboratory personnel. 
But even this could not be conclusive- 
ly set down as an effect of the vigil. 
It seemed ‘‘partly due to the weather 
and increasing familiarity with those 
observing him,’’ circumstances under 
which ‘‘no doubt anyone would be 
more touchy and irritable toward the 
small pin-pricks of everyday  ex- 
istence.”’ 

To make it more apparent that 
sleeplessness was not the cause of 
touchiness, especially toward the ob- 
server he suspected of attempting to 
thwart his Messianic ‘‘demonstration,’’ 
he felt the same way six months later. 
The only cHange was that he could ex- 
press it more clearly. 

Even as this hostility forced them 
to stop the vigil, the observers conced- 
ed that Mr. Z showed “actually no 
change that could be unqualifiedly at- 
tributed to lack of sleep’’—that he had 
gone without sleep for “approximately 
10 days without any known physio- 
logical effect.”’

size, there are 1600 arrow heads, 
made of semi-precious stones, from 
the Columbia River country in Oregon 
and Washington. 

No one knows what it cost Payne to 
assemble his store of relics, ‘Hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ is’ as 
definite a guess as could be 
elicited. Many of the items 
cost hundreds of dollars 
each. Throughout much of 
his adult life Payne was 
known to be in the market 
for good pre-Columbian arti- 
facts. He not only bought 
such material, but frequently paid 
commissions to men who located it for 
him. 

While the emphasis in the collection 
is on relics found in the great central 
basin between the Allegheny and 
Rocky mountains, all other parts of 
the United States are represented, and 
so are Alaska, Canada, Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America, Europe, Asia 
and Africa. The articles from foreign 
lands were included chiefly for com- 
parison with American relics. ‘It is 
interesting, for example, to find in 
certain jade images dug up in Central 
America thé slant eyes and other Ori- 
ental features of images from China, 
and to observe Mayan characteristics

The materials from 
which the articles were 
fashioned are of various 
kinds. Stone—flint, gran- 
ite, quartz and other va- 
rieties — predominates, of 
course, Pottery, ivory, horn, 
shell, gold, silver and cop- 
per also were used by these 
prehistoric men, who had 
not yet learned to work 
with iron. 

There is, naturally, a 
wide range of human activ- 
ity represented by the rel- 
ics in such a huge collec- 
tion. As weapons, there 
are the stone heads of ar- 
rows, spears, axes and war 
clubs and the blades of 
knives. There are utensils such as 
vessels for food, spades, mortars and 
pesties, pigment cups and 0blunt 
blades for scraping skins. A slave 
collar, a heavy stone yoke weighing 
28 pounds, perhaps should be classed 
as a domestic implement; it came from 
Central America. The religious, cere- 
monial and ornamental pieces are al- 
most innumerable—images of gods 
and men, figures of birds and beasts,

beads and carved shells and bits of 
ivory, tear cups used in Mexican cere- 
monies, banner stones of many sizes 
and shapes. Many of the stone pipes, 
also, are highly ornamental, bearing 
carvings of fanciful design or figures 
of human and other creatures. There 
are several calendar stones with which 
Mayas took account of passing days. 
For a person who likes puazzies, 
whose mind is stimulated by the chal-

lenge of mystery, one of the most fas- 
cinating things about such a collection 
as this is the group of relics whose 
use or significance is uncertain. What 
part did this odd bit of granite, that 
slab of slate, obviously shaped by hu- 
man hands, play in the life of Ameri- 


cans a thousand years ago? Both 
reason and imagination may supply 
conjectures. 


MONG the Payne relics are many 
A\ sreneotorien mysteries. There 

are, for example, stone tubes, 
varying in length from eight to 12 
inches. Some are larger at the ends 
than in the middle, others taper from 
one end to the other. It has been 
suggested—Payne, for one, had this 
theory—that they were primitive tele- 
svoves, aiding the vision by excluding 
the light close to the sighting eye. 

There are many stone discs, rather 
thick in proportion to their diamete:, 
which are known as 
discoidals, They are 
hollowed in the cen- 
ter on either side. 
The theory is ad- 
vanced that they 
were used to hold 
pigment, but some 
obviously could not 
have served this pur- 
pose, for holes have 
been bored through 
their center. 

A number of stones 
weighing from five to 
10 pounds are shaped 
like arrow heads, but 
it would have taken 
a Titan to use them 
as such. A ceremo- 
nial significance is 
generally assigned to 
them. This is truc 
also of some of the 
long stone blades 
which must have 
been useless as practical weapons be- 
cause of their brittleness. 

Small stones shaped roughly in the 
form of a crescent, and the boat 
stones, hollowed out and formed like 
little ships, suggest ceremonial or or- 
namental use. A particularly inter- 
esting piece of this type is a double 
crescent, dark green, beautifully sym- 
metrical and smoothly finished, found 
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IG Ben Cupp, all 
rigged out in his 
flying togs, his 
brand-new flying 
license in his pock- 
et, sat at a desk in

all day and all night, couples re- 
lieving one another. every hour.

To the nuns themselves life is 
an endless prayer. Their chapel 
is always open to the public. They 
rise at 4:45 every morning; con- 
duct prayers and meditation be- 
fore breakfast, and pray continu- 
ously as they go about their work, 
much of which consists of em- 
broidering vestments, painting and 
baking altar loaves for churches 
throughout the city. They engage 
in an almost completely contem- 
plative exisience, despite the fact 
that they work almost constantly. 

Owing perhaps to the strictness 
of this regimen, the order has 
only nine convents altogether. Be- 
sides the two in the United States, 
these are located In Germany, Hol- 
land, the Philippine Islands and 
China. Most of the property owned 
by the St. Louis sisterhood seems

The will left by the Papal 
Countess, who was the daughter 


of Mathias Backer, a wealthy mill- 
er, consisted nearly altogether of 
charitable and religious bequests. 
The total fortune was estimated at 
approximately $2,000,000; of this 
only $10,000 was left to Mrs. 
Kulage’s 10 surviving relatives. 
About $1,900,000 was left to four 
Catholic organizations, which were 
directed to spend half for mission- 
ary work ‘‘in heathen countries,” 
the other half for masses to be 
said for herself and her husband

She had previously continued the 
charitable and religious donations 
of her husband, Joseph J. Kulage, 
whom the Pope .had created a 
Knight of St. George in recogni- 
tion of his benefactions to the 
church and to Catholic charities. 


When Fire Breaks Out at Sea 
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charthouse. Luckily, those below 
acted.. Freeman had no more than 
slammed the charthouse door when 
the tornado of flame, gas -and 
ashes hit the ship, heeling her over 
until the lee rail was under water. 

As repeated flashes from the 
volcano lit up the harbor, Free- 
man saw stevedores and members 
of his crew struck down on the 
deck. Some, in their agony, 
jumped into the boiling water. He 
saw the American freighter Rorai- 
ma, largest vessel in the harbor, 
turn into a burning mass. The 
British cable ship, Grappler, and 
several smaller ships capsized. 
One burning ship rammed an- 
other and sank with her. The 
roar of the volcano was deafening. 

Giant waves tore the Roddam 
from her cable and Freeman ran 
through the falling ashes to the 
bridge to take the wheel. At first 
the rudder was jammed and the 
ship began to run in circles, with 
the wind and sea tossing her wild- 
ly about. When he did gain con- 
trol he could do nothing but head 
into the inky blackness, using the 
spouting volcano and burning city 
to guide him. His hands were 80 
burned that he had to use his el- 
bows to hold the wheel. His feet 
were so burned he could not move 
them. The rain of ashes continued 
and the atmosphere was laden with 
poisonous gases, but Freeman stuck 
to his post. 

Nine hours later the Roddam, 
rigging, awnings, lifeboats and 
practically everything wooden 
burned, reached Castries, St. Lucia, 
with the news of the disaster. Ashes 
and dust, varying from a foot to 
several feet deep, covered the ship. 

During the Tokio earthquake of 
1923, the French ship Andre Le- 
bon was tied up with part of her 
machinery ashore for repairs. 
Other ships fled the harbor, but 
she had no power. As flames from 
the burning docks and warehouses 
menaced the ship, the captain paid 
out his cable and allowed the ship 
to drift away several hundred 
feet. No sooner had he dropped 
anchor than he was menaced by a 
pool of burning oil coming from 
storage tanks burst by the quake. 
The whirling column of fire, more 
than 100 feet wide and several 
hundred feet high, came roaring 
down on the ship. By hauling 
desperately~on the cable the ship 
was dragged clear just as the in- 
ferno swept by. 

No sooner was this over than a 
second and larger wall of burning 
oi] advanced on ‘he ship. Just in 
the nick of time a motorboat 


came speeding by. The captain 
hailed it, got it to carry a line to 
a buoy some 200 yards away and, 
by winding in the cable, managed 
for a third time to escape incin- 
eration by a few feet. 

On a cold and stormy January 
night in 1852, the Amazon, a lux- 
ury liner of her day, found her 
oil and tallow store room ablaze. 
The fire pinned the crew forward 
and the passengers and officers 
aft. Hose lines charred and broke 
and as a last resort it was neces- 
sary to bring the ship before the 
wind, so the fire could be kept 
forward. This, of course, gave 
the sailors forward their choice of 
plunging into the mountainous 
seas or being immolated. Shriek- 
ing and cursing as the officers and 
passengers got momentary relief 
at their expense, they died in 
short order. 

Above decks the flames were 
checked, but below they were furi- 
ously eating aft. It was impossi- 
ble to get below and stop the en- 
gines, which, with the force of the 
gale back of the ship, drove it at 
such a speed that it was deemed 
impossible to launch the lifeboats. 
Finally the fire made launching 
imperative. Then cowardice be- 
came rampant and there was a 
mad rush for the boats. There 
were not half enough. Several 
had burned. The first two upset. 
The other five, by a miracle, were 
lowered safely. 


S the last was lowered, a 
A iste sailing vessel was seen 

300 yards away. Shouts 
were answered by flares from the 
deck of the passing ship—and 
then she heartlessly sailed off. 

Within a half-hour the Amazon 
was blazing from stem to stern. 
The masts came down with a 
crash, one after another, sending 
a torrent of sparks into the murky 
sky. The bursting of the boilers 
left a huge hole in her port side, 
through which the waves 
smashed. The captain, who had 
taken the wheel and ordered the 
helmsman into the last  ilife- 
boat, waved farewell to the life- 
boats. Then came the boom of 
a dull explosion, probably the 
powder magazine tearing the bot- 
tom out of the ship, and the ves- 
sel slid below the waves. A cloud 
of steam hovered over the water a 
minute before the wind dispelled 
the ghostly sight. 

By some miracle, all five boats 
managed to escape the fury of the 
storm and be picked up by pass- 
ing vessels. They carried 58 per- 
sons. One hundred and four had 


perished by fire or water.
